Mr. Breadner told the 
Gazette that a lengthy 
meeting was heid by the 
Parks and Recreation Board 
to discuss the ‘‘user group 
suggestions’’ and he said 


that their input had refined 
the plan to include some of 
the suggestions. 

Mr. Breadner explained 
that the Parks and Recrea- 
tion Board and Mr. Don 
McCoy (of Phillips-Barratt) 
went through all the various 
‘user areas”’ and discussed 
the suggestions from the 
user groups made at the 
meeting held March 19. 


‘*We passed certain mo 
tions and made certain reso 
lutions which will go to 
council to have council pass 
them or amend them and 
pass them on to the con- 
sultant so that he can draw 
up the proposal for the 
complex,’ Mr. Breadner 
said. He also pointed out that 
there had been some signifi- 
cant changes in the plan as

Cutting wood then bang 
- part of garage floor caves in 


Mr. Dieter Schiller was out 
cutting wood at his residence 
on 177 Grandin Village Mon- 
day night - when suddenly 
the peace was shattered. 

There was a loud crash 
from inside the garage of his 
condominium at about 8:30 
p.m. When he went inside to 
see what the trouble was, his 
car had sunk about two feet 
into what was left of the front 
portion of the garage floor. 
The concrete slab was badly 
fractured and had keeled into 
a hole beneath the surface 
about three to four feet deep. 

Mr. Schiller, a plumber, 
was able to get to work next 
day in his car after the 
vehicle was towed out from 
the cavity. 

Mrs. Schiller said Tuesday 
that she is worried that the 
same thing might happen to 
the basement floor. She says 
that sometimes you can hear 
noises like water running 
beneath the floor. 

Mrs. Schiller claims that 
her husband had been worr- 
ied about the garage floor 
since the summer when he 
noticed that it had settled 
from its original position. 
She also said that he had 
asked the developer Brama- 
lea Wescorp Developments 
Limited to do something 
about the floor following the 
settling problem. 


Mrs. Schiller said that she 
was mad about what has 
happened and said that 
nothing had been done about 
tt 

A spokesman for the 
developer Bramalea Wes- 
corp Gary Krol said that the 
firm was in the process of 
investigating the hole in the 
garage floor and they ‘‘were 
not glad that it had happen- 
ed.*’ He said that they were 
concerned about the incident 
and would have the hole 


repaired commencing Api‘l | 
and ‘‘before the end of the 
week it will be as good as 
new.’’ He said that no 
damage or injury was repor- 
ted on the Schiller’s car or to 
the homeowners. 
Concerning the basement 
at the Schiller residence he 
said that there might be a 
possible leak there - but ‘‘six 
experts have checked the 
(basement) before and after 
Christmas and no leak has 
ve! been found.’’ He added 


that there was no connection 
beiween this and the garage 
floor (caving in). The con- 
struction problems between 
the basement and the garage 
floor were not related, accor- 
ding to the developer. 

Mr. Krol s 
to garage floors were not 
uneommon and that some- 
times when backfilling was 
done it was difficult to get 
compaction.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


There were 33 motor 
vehicle accidents during the 
month of February which

62. The total of persons 
injured to date is eight, five 
of these were during the 
month of February. 

The police report indicates 
that 25 highway traffic 
charges were laid, four 
parking violations, one theft 
of a motor vehicle, five 
thefts, seven instances of 
breaking and entering, four 
impaired driving, six willful 
damage, and eight liquor 
control act. The total com- 
plaints received in February 
were 207 bringing the to date 
figure to 427. 


ANIMAL CONTROL 


The animal control and 
protection officer, Ross Tup- 
ling, reports that 120 licenses 
were issued in February and 
293 have been issued to date. 
The license fees collected in 
February totalled $920 with 
the amount collected since 
the beginning of the year 
$2,773. 

Twenty-five dogs were 
picked up by the control 
officer in February along 
with eight cats. Sixteen of 
the animals were returned to 
owners and 14 were des- 
troyed. 

The animal control officer 
travelled 1,252 miles in 
February. 

Fines levied totalled $290 
and impounding fees were

‘Concerned Citizen’ has 
one-sided view en pool 


During the past months I haye been reading the “pros and 
cons"’ of the various facilities to be included in the proposed 
Recreational Complex. After attending the meetings | came 
away more enlightened by the requirements of other ‘‘user 
groups.” is 

As a mother of two children | am concerned with the lack 
of our present facilities and the urgent need to fill this gap 
with an all round ‘‘Public Facility.”’ It distresses me to see 
our children begin their physical deterioration at the ripe 
‘old age’’ of six; at which time Johnny and Janey are 
introduced to the regimentation of our ‘sit-down’ society, 
What upsets me even more is that this physical deteioration 
also influences our mental capacity and causes many of the 
emotional stresses which are so classic to our advanced 
society. 

With these concerns in mind I have talked to many of our 
friends and neighbours and have repeatedly heard them 
express our need for a complex which could be used for 
many types of exercise. 

I was pleased to see, in the March 26th issue of the 
Gazette, the expressed needs of many other concerned 
groups and private citizens. It is fantastic to see people 
becoming involved in this issue. | was concerned, however, 
by the full page ad in that issue which expressed the opinion 
of *‘A Concerned Citizen” regarding the proposed site of 
the swimming pool. It was indeed one sided and insulted the 
intelligence of the average reader by suggesting: 


1) there are only two possible sites of the pool 
ie: a(Paul Kane High School Annex 
b) Rodeo Grounds Site 

2) these facilities, if attached to the Recreation Complex 
would be unused by the public from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and 
over used from 4 p.m. to 11 p.m.O 

3) that the facility would only serve the purpose of being 
a ‘'White Elephant’’ for Town Councillors to point to with 
pride 

4) that in the main complex it would be unused and 
therefore *‘unmessed"’ by the public and could therefore be 
used as an “‘aquarium?”’. 

5) that it would be unsafe and inaccessible to go to by the 
general public on that site 

6) that if attached to Paul Kane it would be used by all of 
the school students without having to bus any of them 


If, in our great wisdom, we attached it to Paul Kane High 
School we would solve all our problems because: 


1) all of the public would use it to its maximum because 
the schools could use it daily, and miraculously no one 
would have to be bused. 

2) if located in the South East section, we could walk to 
the pool and never have to worry about considering other 
means of transportation 

3) it would be a beautiful addition to Paul Kane High 
School. In concede this point but it would be beautiful no 
matter which facility it is attached to. 


Then the ad asked me to find any disadvantages to 
altaching the Public Pool to a school (however it implied 
there are none). 

Perhaps our decision makers could consider these points: 


1) During our cold months of the school year (ie. October 
to April) even a short walk with wet hair and damp bodies 
could be dangerous to the health of our youngsters, from the 
age of 6 to 18, as the risk of catching colds or pneumonia 
would be higher. 

2) As we are looking at a proposed 4,3 million dollars 
expenditure, the facilities will be a beautiful addition to our 
flown no matter where it is located. I will be proud of it. 

3) It is impossible to locate a pool in every district of St. 
Albert. It would be more centrally located if it were placed in 
the Rodeo Grounds or beside the present arena. 

4) Through proper scheduling, the pool could be used by 
the schools on a basis of two or three full-days per week and 
still have time available for ‘public users.”’ 

5) There are many pre-school children, mothers, fathers 
on shift work, retired persons and senior citizens to be 
considered - as many of them would like to be able to use the 
pool and adjacent facilities during regular school hours. 

6) Regardless of where it is located some type of 
\ransportation will have to be found for the majority of our 
population; as 3,700+ students represents approximately 
one fifth of our total population of 20,000. 

Each citizen is capable of reaching his own decision on 
this matter and given the information he can recognize his 
own priorives, 

li is indeed distressing that the ‘'Concerned Citizen” 
seems to feel that he alone, has the right te speak for the 
entire School Boards by using their name to endorse his ow!

What do the residents really want? 


The proposal of Mr. Leon Kryger for extending the Grandin Park Shoppers Mall is 
illustrated in this sketch. The building presently housing Grandin Park Furniture and other 
units would be torn down, and the present parking lot levelled and extended.$ 


MAJOR DEPARTMENT STORE 


The enlarged Mall would provide for a two-level major department store of 80,000 square 
feet at the east end, and new commercial units would be added facing the mall area. 


PARKING 


The two parking areas would take 1,024 vehicles, with access to the rear parking from the 
most westerly access to the Mall. 


-REAR AREA 4 . 


A play area for children would extend behind the Mall - away from traffic, and the entire 
area would be cleaned up and lighted in an effort to control tendencies of young students to 
gather at shopping centres and later get into various kinds of mischief. A Par 3 golf course is 
another possibility being considered. 


COUNCIL APPROVAL REQUESTED 


A land exchange is required to allow this proposed development of Grandin Shoppers Park 
Mall. Mr. Kryger would like St. Albert council to exchange the 2.3 acres he owns at the rear 
of the present centre at the west end, for a similar amount behind the east end for the major 
department store. He would then purchase the remainder needed for the department store 
and rear parking. 


VIABLE CENTRE NEEDED 


The major department store would give Grandin Mall the most important component 
needed (o ensure a viable shopping centre in which each lessee has a realistic opportunity to 
build a good business: good traffic flow through the length of the mall and centre where 
shoppers will be able to find a good proportion of their weekly shopping needs. 


TIE WITH DOWNTOWN CORE 


The Grandin centre is also concerned that the mall - and the businesses on Churchill and 
either side of Grandin tie in with other existing businesses on Perron, St. Anne and St. 
Michael - the historic centre of St. Albert. 

The plan which has been kicked around for the past five years or more - to extend St. Anne 
Street and give needed acces for Such a tie-in between Grandin Mall and the downtown core - 
is a further heeded component which will require discussion with council in the matter of the 
enlarged mall. 


ANOTHER FOOD STORE 


St. Albert has for quite some time been in dire need of a competitive major food store. 
There is such a firm prepared now to come into St. Albert with a free standing store about the 
size of Safeway. This would be a boon to the downtown core and also compatible with the 
proposal for the enlarged Grandin Mall. A second food market downtown would also be of 
benefit to Town Council, which owns land downtown - it would cause these lands to increase 
in value. And it would make the downtown core a more viable shopping area. 


SOME QUESTIONS NEED ANSWERS 


A shopping centre the size of Londonderry as is being proposed to council must generate 
2S million dollars worth of business per year, estimated Gerry Belke, mall manager, which 
would require a minimum of 65,000 population in the area serviced. What kind of growth are 
the proposed regional shopping centres foreseeing? What about the affect on building viable 
business districts in Morinville, Bon Accord and Gibbons? Did people move to St. Albert to 
have a giant shopping centre. Or did they move out here to get away from the big city scene? 
The new ring road will make Londonderry, Northgate and Westmount only minutes away. 
Would St, Albert be better served with strengthening our existing business districts and 
planning for another smaller shopping centre soon to serve the newer areas? 

Is the large tax assessment the only concern? Could St. Albert face bankruptcies similar to 
Edmonton if a giant regional shopping centre goes in? 

Perhaps the Grandin Park proposal (which was originally planned much as it is laid out 
here back in 1963, said Mr, Belke), together with the downtown food outlet, should NOT be 
the forgotten alternative for St. Albert now. These proposals certainly need several years 
lead time to ke~p the present businesses in St. Albert healthy, including the neighborhood 
plazas.

that the pool would have a 
diving capability, maximum 
shallow water, and a two foot 
deep wading pool in asso- 
ciation with the main pool. 
Mr. Breadner stated that it 
had been suggested to Mr. 
McCoy that s6mething diff- 
erent could be done with this 
Wading/training pool in 
terms of an_ innovative 
design. 
“It will be a fair size - 
about 20 x SO feet.”’ he said. 
Mr. Breadner noted that in 
total, a bit more than the 
ordinary tacility was being 
offered. *‘We think,’’ he 
said, ‘‘we're providing with 
this recommendation (if ad- 
opted) a good recreational 
pool.’’ Mr. Breadner said 
that an additional, recomm- 
endation of the Parks and 
Recreation Board was for the 
provision of 300 seats in the 
pool area. 


ARENA 


**The Parks and Recrea- 
tion Board's recommenda- 
tion would be to scale the 
arena down from what was 
proposed,’’ Mr. Breadner 
said. 

What had been proposed 
was a seating capacity of 
2.400 with expansion capa- 
bility to 3,000. Mr. Breadner 
noted that the Parks and

Coun. Breadner noted that 
the architects had ‘‘some 
new thoughts"’ at the Rec. 
Board meeting and noted 
how the arena can be cur- 
tailed off so that one end can 
be used for performances by 
employing a portable stage. 

**We recommended to Mr. 
McCoy that he plan the 
building and locate it in such 
a way that a second ice sheet 
could be provided at some 
future time,’’ he added. 

Possible activities slated 
for the second ice sheet could 
be figure skating, recrea- 
tional skating, or perhaps a 
curling rink. Mr. Breadner 
said that he found that a 
curling rink was an interes- 
ting possibility. 

The ‘‘better ice plant'’ 
planned for the proposed 
facility will have the capa- 
bility of providing ice all year 
round, Mr. Breadner said. 
and while he was not con- 
vinced that this is what 
would be done, he said that 
he foresees figure skating 
schools and hockey schools 
being offered during the 
summer. 

‘Something else we voted 
upon at the Recreation Board 
meeting was a _ portable 
floor,”’ Mr. Breadner said.

$100,000 and permits one to 
put a floor on the ice surface 
in approximately four hours. 

“It is a hardwood, birch 
floor, in segments and you 
can play basketball, or 
badminton or that sort, of 
thing on that surface,’’ he 
stated. 


COSTS 


Mr. Breadner was asked if 
the ‘economics’ of the site 
alternatives had been dis- 
cussed by the Recreation 
Board and he said that the 
matter had been discussed 
but no recommendation had 
resulted. He said that the 
ground rules are not clear 
yet. 

‘*There is lots of conjec- 
ture but we have not received 
a written commitment yet,” 
he said, ‘‘we would ‘be 
foolhardy to say it is going to 
cost us X dollars to split it or 
keep it together."’ 

Mr. Breadner says that 
there are some rough guide- 
lines but the ‘‘definitions”’ 
are not clear. He said that his 
own figuring indicates that 
there would be a third of a 
million dollars difference if 
the facility is split. 

‘That is including the 
exira operating costs, the 
extra capital outlay, and 
$15,000 per year for school 
busing," he said. 

“If you keep it all 
together,’’ Mr. Breadner 
feels, **it will cost about a 
third of a million less than if 
you split the facility."’ 

Mr. Breadner pointed out 
that the ‘‘split’’ facility 
would cost more to operate 
and more to build in the first 
place. 

“What it really means 
theugh,’’ he explains, ‘‘is 
that you can take that money

and spend it. If you split the 
facility then you don’t have 
that money, the present 
monies especially, to spend 
elsewhere. Mr. Breadner 
pointed out that it could 
mean a sacrifice of some 
aspect of the facility. 

Mr. Breadner says that his 
figuring is based on the grant 
loss which may or may not 
take place. He said that the 
definitions regarding the 
grant structure were not 
clear and therefore he 
speculated that the loss 
would be present. 


ARTS AND CRAFTS 


Mr. Breadner stated that 
considerable discussion had 
been given by the Recreation 
Board regarding the space 
allocation to arts and crafts. 

He recalled that the users 
concerned with arts and 
crafts had complained that 
the conceptual proposal had 
about 2,000 square feet 
which was not much more 
than they have at present. 

The Board will be recom- 
mending 4,400 square feet, 
more than twice as much as 
they have at the present 
time.” 

He said that approximately 
half of that area will be 
allocated for ceramics. Mr. 
Breadner also said that he 
foresees that the remaining 
area will be divided up into 
smaller rooms for other 
crafts. He hoped that this 
user group would be happy 
with the extra space alloca- 
tion. 


RACQUET SPORTS 


Four racquet courts are 
proposed says Mr. Breadner, 
a change from the two courts 
provided in the preliminary 
plan.

Namao line 


The MD of Sturgeon is to 
ask the Department of Nat- 
ional Defence if it can 
acquire water from the 
existing Namao water line. 

The MD, at its develop- 
ment meeting March 27, also 
looked at requests from the 
residents of the ‘*Noroncal”’ 
subdivision for a piped water 
system for domestic use and 
also a request from residents 
adjacent to Highway 28 to 
connect to the Namao water 
line. 

If the Namao high school 
goes in, the area of need, 
from 20,000 - 40,000 gallons 
of water per day, could go up 
by another 10,000 gallons. 

The main snag of getting 
water from the existing line 
could lie in the fact that the 
armed forces base at Namao 
is a high risk area and water 
from the line could only be 
set for other uses if the risk 
to the base is not shown to be 
higher as a result. 

However, Councillor Clay 
Crozier felt that council had 
to start somewhere and 
would have to ask the base 
what they could spare. DND 
approval for the water would 
also be contingent on City of 
Edmonton approval. 

To set the ball rolling, the 
MD will send a letter to DND 
Trenton to see if it can get 
water to the tune of an 
additional 20,000 gallons.
